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The Meaning of Mediumship

Spiritualism has 
added knowledge to the 
belief of an after life. All 
religions from time 
immemorial have taught 
a belief in life after 
death. Men and women 
who claimed no 
affiliation with any 
religious movements of 
the past have definitely believed that there was 
some sort of existence after this material 
experience we call life. 

Spiritualism has added much to the 

accumulated knowledge of the past. It has proven 
that the personality of the individual continues 
after the change called death. All other religions 
have depended on faith alone. Spiritualism depends 
on proven facts. The philosophy of Spiritualism is 
the most comprehensive philosophy expressing 
itself through its various channels on earth today. 
It is one of the crowning events in this world of 
affairs, and a movement which must take its place 
in the peaceable adjustments and rehabilitation of 


the world.

Spiritualism offers no apology for its 
philosophy. It need not offer an apology for its 
scientific approach to the affairs of life. Neither 
does it need to apologize for its religious approach 
to all affairs of life and human endeavors. 

A quote taken from one of Dr. Victoria Barnes’ 
lectures in 1945 states our case rather well: 
“Spiritualism is the oniy religion which has never 
sent foreign missionaries into the field; and yet in 
thirty-four countries of the world, missionaries 
have been found in those countries to proclaim the 
tidings of universal truth as represented in the 
Philosophy, the science and the religion of 
Spiritualism.” 

The only thing which has changed is the 
number of countries in which Spiritualism has 
active representatives teaching its truths. 

Another observation made by Dr. Barnes was 
that missionaries teaching the truths of 


| 


Spiritualism in foreign lands are men and women 
who were born and raised there. Men and women 
Who possessed a psychic faculty through which 


truth could be given from the world beyond to the 


Material world in which we live. This faculty is 
Known to the student of Spiritualism as 


mediumship. And mediumship is the common 
denominator which unites to make this a truly 
universal religion. 

Though there may be variations of expression 
underlying every expression and phenomena, we 
find the message of truth proclaimed; the same 
truth demonstrated. Mediumship, therefore, is the 
cornerstone of the structure - the foundation stone 
upon which the philosophy, science and religion of 
Spiritualism rests - not only rests but depends. 

Walt Whitman, the great American poet also 
caught this vision in his Leaves of Grass, when he 
wrote: 


Mediums 


They shall rise in the States. 

They shall rapport Nature, laws, physiology, and 
happiness, 

They shall illustrate Democracy and the kosmos, 
They shall be alimentative, amative, perceptive, 
They shall be complete men and women; their pose 
brawny and supple, their blood clean, 

They fully enjoy materialism, and the sight of 
products; they shall enjoy the sight of beef, 
lumber, bread of Chicago, the great city. 

They shall train themselves to go in public to 
become orators and oratresses. 

Strong and sweet shall their tongues be. Poems and 
materials of poems shall come from their lives, 
they shall be makers and finders. 

Of them and their works shall emerge divine 
conveyers, to convey gospels; 

Characters, events, retrospections, shall be 
conveyed in gospels. 

Trees, animals, waters shall be conveyed, 

Death, the future, the invisible shall be conveyed. 


The scientific world has long since lost interest 
in the platitudes and religious ideas of orthodox 
denominations. They look upon them as something 
needed to help humanity in its struggle, but are not 
interested in listening to them, passing them by as 
emotionalisms playing their part in the growth of 
human kind. But as soon as the rappings were 
heard at the Fox Cottage - just as soon as.a definite 
phenomenon was manifest - just as soon as there 
was something tangible that they could get hold of, 
the scientific world sat up and took notice. And it 
has been true ever since! 

What was this something that men were able to 
witness? It was not a preachment; it was not a 
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religious service; it was not a prayer. It was 
phenomena of a then unknown character, 
something unexplained. And this phenomena took 
place through men and women of the flesh - 
mediums - whose minds were attuned to a higher 
rate of vibration than the average individual on the 
earth plane. 

Through the investigation of the scientists of 
the past was proven one of the greatest truths 
coming to man - people lived in the other world. 
These great scientific minds opened the doorway 
which many today seek out and investigate still 
further. 

| recall a camp season when | personally 
worked with three such men. Weeks of study were 
spent on the grounds. These men attended seances, 
and lectures. They talked to mediums privately. 
Often their questions were direct. But their interest 
was positive and always open to new information. 

“What is this thing which enables you to 
present this amazing phenomena? If it is true,” 
their comments would often begin, “it 
revolutionizes the world. That is what we want to 
know. That is why we are here on these grounds.” 

The mediums were greeted as teachers 
conducting a class in law, with the scientists gladly 
playing the role of students entering the primer 
class. 

But, in fact, where else could they go? What 
other avenue was open. The sixties saw many 
changes but in the late 40’s no other doors were 
open. And still throughout all these institutional 
and educational changes one thing remained 
constant, though often ignored - that of 
mediumship. The spark exists in all. In its fullest 
accomplishment this mediumship sets as the 
cornerstone of the Spiritualistic philosophy, its 
science and religion. 

Mediums are the instrument through whom the 
message of truth must be given. They must carry 
on. 

Every medium must recognize his and her high 
place in the affairs of this organization and in the 
affairs of the world. Each medium must recognize 
the uniqueness of his demonstrated talent, for the 
betterment of mankind. 

In days past, the mediums of this cause were 
very definite and positive. They had to be because 
they were presenting new truths, or rather old 
truths, under new conditions and against difficult 
odds. This time has passed, and we must respect 
their efforts and accomplishments by applying the 
tools of our mediumship for the easier road now 
faced. 

Some say that Spiritualism is not progressing 
because the numbers of our membership seems 
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small. But this is not the clear view. Like any good 
set of books, numbers tell only what the reader 
seeks to find. The cause of Spiritualism is larger 
than it was 10 years ago, larger still than 40 years 
ago. Spiritualism is not tainted with public 
misinterpretations as it once was. While it may not 
be fully understood it is at the very least more 
accepted and frequently respected. And why? 
Because through mediumship, the mediums of 
Modern Spiritualism act as conveyors just as Walt 
Whitman said. They bring the world of spirit to the 
material plane, 

Ministers no longer threaten their members 
with fire and damnation at the moment of death. 
In fact, death seems to be growing less and less in 
its usage within the Church. 

The philosophy of Spiritualism is consistent 
with demonstrable facts. 

Spiritualism has within its folds truths 
contained in all the new-isms. It has more! The 
opened minded psychiatrist finds help in his work 
in this spiritual philosophy. It is sound and 
reasonable in every respect. But best of all it can be 
proven again and again. Perhaps not by the pure 
and absolutes demanded in the laboratory, but by 
comparisons acceptable to the reasonable mind. 

The philosophy of Spiritualism enters into 
every scientific field of action because it is a 
science. 

Human hearts come to us in sorrow. Some seek ` 
advice and help. The task that the mediums of 
today face is compounded many times by the 
complicity of society and financial affairs. 

The duty of mediumship is very demanding. | 
suggest that we approach our Father's business 
through prayer and meditation. Do not fear the 
word “scientific,” for it is scientific when an 
individual applies the tools of a profession best 
suited to positive results. So, let us all become 
scientific mediums of a truly religious order and 
prepare ourselves through prayer. 


Let our prayers be for the good of all, and not just for 
ourselves alone. Let us pray for the mankind everywhere, 
that they may receive solace, that their lives may be made 
joyful.

National Spiritualist Association Founded 


September 27, 1893 


On September 27, 
E893 at. Nosue? 
Thirty-first Street, 
Chicago, Illinois a 
delegation of earnest and 
sincere Spiritualists 
gathered and held what 
was known as the 
mons tit wt ro na | 
Convention of the 
National Spiritualist 
Association. 

The year of 1893 was 
45 years after the 
rappings were heard at 
the Hydesville, N. Y. cottage. The National 
Spiritualist Association was organized for the 
purpose of protecting and promoting a study of 
the phenomena of Spiritualism along with the 
Religion and Science. 

Harrison D. Barrett was elected as the first 
President, and accepted the honor and 
responsibility with the following words: 

‘‘To be elected the first President of a legally 
incorporated National Organization of Spiritualists

of the United State of America, | deem the highest 
honor ever conferred upon mortal man. | pledge 
you my earnest endeavor to work for Spiritualism 
in fair weather and stormy times as much as my 
feeble ability will enable me to do; pledging you 
that the interests of this Association shall be my 
interests, and this religion, the purest and noblest 
ever vouchsafed to man, shall be advanced in every 
possible way for the highest good of all mankind. 

“It is the eternal truth, and by standing 
together as a people, in the same spirit that prevails 
in this Convention, we can redeem the world from 
theological bondage, and spread the clear white 
light of purity from the sun of Spiritualism over all 
the earth, through the mediumship of our earnest 
workers, expressed through the divine law of 
co-operation in a National Association.” 

So we pause for a moment and meditate upon 
these words spoken by one who led the National 
Spiritualist Association for fourteen years, serving 
and giving of himself that others may be 
enlightened. Those were indeed stormy days and it 
took the perseverance and courage of a noble soul, 
such as Harrison D. Barrett, to stand the test of 
time.

Did You Know...

Dr. J. M. Peebles lived 
to be a Centenarian? 


Dr. Peebles was a 
noted physician, an 
outstanding orator, 
investigator, scholar and 
traveler. 

As a Spiritualist, he 
became known as the 
World Missionary for the 
National Spiritualist 
Association. He was the > > =” 
first Spiritualist public lecturer 
Australia and India. 

What brought Dr. Peebles into Spiritualism? He 
attended the funeral of a school chum. The lad had 
always been honest and demonstrated the law of 
the ages, do unto others as you would have others 
do unto you. However, Peebles heard the preacher 
condemn as hopeless and doomed the spirit of the 
lad. The bereaved mother of the child became 


in England, 


mentally unbalanced. At this point, Dr. Peebles 
turned Atheist. He said, “If God eternally damns 
this noble manly friend of mine, | hate God; the 
Devil could do no worse.” 

Fortunately, he later heard a Universalist 
preacher and as a result entered Oxford Academy 
in New York. He was ordained in 1846. Dr. Peebles 
taught the doctrine of the Universalist for six years 
and then he said “It was a beautiful faith and 
nothing more; | had no positive knowledge that if a 
man died he lived again.” 

Peebles was introduced to a medium and after 
several seances set forth to expose the medium as a 
fraud. However, the demonstrations of Spirit 
became so strong and so positive that he began to 
research. Finally, he gave a sermon on “Spiritual 
Gifts”. Being severly criticized, he was asked to 
leave the church. Gladly, he resigned and aligned 
himself with Spiritualism. 

Dr. Peebles was born in Whitingham, Vermont 
on March 23, 1822. By his direction his body was 
cremated and his ashes dispersed in Los Angeles, 
California on February 18, 1922.

They actively investigate it. They are years ahead © 
of us in this work. They give privileges and — 


government money to those of their own who 
develop a working knowledge of it. 
Consider the aborigines -- those primitive

Soldiers were 
running across the road. Snipers bullets were flying 
as fast as the men. One man dropped in the middle 
of the road. My mind went to him. | turned him 
over to see if it was my husband. No! It was a 
stranger. The sensations were so real | didn’t 
question them. | only prayed for my husband's 
safety. Three weeks later | got a letter from him, 
saying, and | quote, “Last night | had to order my 
men across a moonlit road. The snipers were 
dropping them like flies. | was so glad that when it 
was my turn to cross the road, the moon went 
behind a cloud.” 

‘‘Aborigines, primitive tribes,” you say?

Scientists, college 
professors, theologians couldn't tell me. Their 
stock answers only showed their ignorance. 

| went to the only source that made any sense. 
Those who were not afraid, those who had faith in 
the source of their knowledge, Spiritualists, the 
pioneers and ground-breakers. 

As with most people who have sort of arrived, 
my way has been strewn with people who have 
helped me, encouraged me and yes, have tried to 
hinder me. In my travels | have met hundreds of 
people whose psychic experiences have improved 
the quality of their lives, strengthened their faith, 
and yet who shunned publicity. 

Sometime in the 70’s, | can’t remember the 
date, my sons, grandsons, and their grandfathers, 
all the men in the family went to Indianapolis for 
the 500 Auto Race. My daughter and | had just 
dropped them at the airport and we were driving 
home, when | felt heat in my forehead. | saw a 
large ball of fire just above my head. | said to my 


daughter, there is going to be a big fire, someone 


Will die in it. When the boys came home the next 
day, my son said, ‘‘Mom that fire was right in front 
of us. It was so hot it singed our eyebrows.” That 
week Life Magazine came out with a double spread 
about the big accident that took the life of a great 
auto racer. Why didn't | run to the newspapers 
With this prediction? Good question. I'll ask you 
another one. Would anyone have listened? Why did 
| receive this vision? Because all my family was 
there. They were in potential danger. There has to 


be a link. 

It is not always in the waking state that minds 
send pictures one to another. While my youngest 
son was in Vietnam, | dreamed one night that | was 
running through the jungle. | was terrified and 
finally fell into a hut and felt safe. It wasn’t until a 
year later when my son came home and was 
casually telling some friends about his helicopter 
being shot down and spending the night in the 
jungle. Then | remembered the dream. 

The one thread of similarity in all cultures, all 
religions is the psychic. When | spent a few weeks 
at Lily Dale Spiritualist Camp in New York, | 
discovered that one hundred years before | was 
born, people were having psychic experiences. It 
really began way back in Genesis. There is no 
separating man and his psychic experiences. 

The list of authors who have through the years 
tried to alert the reading public is endless. J. C. 
Street wrote about it in 1887. Lloyd K. Jones 
wrote God’s World in 1919. Currently, Cayce, 
Marshall, Montgomery, Taylor, Sherman, and no 
less than Bishop Pike. 

After years of study and research, after 
countless experiences of irrefutable proof that the 
Spirit lives in man, | was ordained as a minister on 
June 16, 1975. 

On that day | had a vision which today is 
beginning to come true. | predicted that by the 
year 2000 every church, university, high school, 
every group will not only allow, but encourage and 
promote the development of ESP within the 
framework of its own dogma, among their own 
members. And that is as it should be. 

The worm is beginning to turn. Now scientists, 
college professors and yes, even theologians are 
jumping on the band wagon so fast, and in such 
numbers, there is hardly room for Spiritualists any 
more.

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One Step Beyond

As you travel through your daily routines you 
will, on occasion, get a thought, hear a word, a 
phrase spoken, or read a passage that somehow 
seems to strike a note. Sometimes it is scripture or 
words of a song that comes to us by any one of 
innumerable means. Perhaps it’s a thought 
communicated by a guide or a loved one. Two 
things happen almost simultaneously, at such 
times, all in. a split instant. How much the brain 
captures is an individual quirk. But such thoughts 
come in rapid-fire succession, coupled and 
intermingled with a passive understanding that is 
absent from normal human communication. If you 
do not gain any more than this from church 
attendance, you will have gained a lot. 

An understanding of how is by far the most 
difficult to explain to anyone who might simply 
ask the question: “What is understanding?”’, or “' 
What do you understand?” 

First, this is a condition, similar to seeing 
pieces of a jig-saw puzzle fall together — low and 
behold, a picture forms. To say to you that it 
happens isn’t enough - still it just does. 

Let’s take a few pieces of this puzzle and re-fit 
them into the picture, one at a time. As we learn 
the teachings of the Church and those of guides 
and loved ones who come through, numerous bits 
of knowledge can be pieced together. However, the 
teaching of the Orthodox Church always brought 
me mentally, to the age of a precipice. Whether it 
would be scripture, title of a song, or a phrase from 
a song, all of it ended up in the same manner; just 
so many words. But, there was no connection, no 
fulfillment to culminate in a complete “belief”. | 
was often left with the feeling that other people 
must have felt this lack of completeness. In 
orthodox denominations that many people have 
chosen, far too many accept less and expect no 
more. 

The Spiritualist Church provides a different 
insight. It carries us a step further. In doing so, it 
has let a huge number of these pieces of the jig-saw 
puzzle that have been floating around in limbo, 
settle down and fall into place. This paints a logical 
picture. The teachings seem complete, and with 
this comes the peace of understanding. 

‘In my Father’s house are many mansions; if it 
were not so, | would have told you.” These words 
are far from new to anyone. Many youngsters can 
quote this passage at a very tender age. Even today,

it has much meaning. In Sunday school, it was just 
so many words to memorize. Each time | read this 
passage now, | immediately have the feeling that a 
good, true, hard fact is being expressed. It isq 
reality that I can truly expect to see some day. 

Through our gifted mediums and quides, loved 
ones and friends who have returned, we learn that 
there is a beautiful isle in this land beyond the 
river. By getting this information first hand, all 
these things are much easier to accept. It makes the 
statements more real because they are given to us 
by someone we have known, loved and trusted, in 
the material world. We can readily see that there 
would be no point in telling an untruth now. 

The uncanny part of this is that it takes so 
many words to explain a thought, which only 
required ten to fifteen seconds to experience. 

Can we imagine an apple that has a slice 
removed. Observed from behind the points of cuts 
the apple appears whole. It is only through further 
examination that the eruption in the apple’s skin is 
seen. Substituting this concept and filling in the 
empty spot with knowledge and assurance, it 
becomes whole again. That small slice of 
knowledge and assurance that işs inserted 
compliments and enhances the other 7/8's of the 
apple, even though the part is small in comparison, 
By filling in the missing part, understanding of 
what the whole represents is gained. 

This relates to our mortal life here. This is 
welcomed assurance, which forms like a protective 
umbrella to bring a sensation of peace. And this 
peace can aid us as we go about our daily tasks. 

Because we are willing to search and listen and 
because those who have returned and are willing to 
tell us, we can have this peace. “A peace that 
passeth all understanding.”

We, as Spiritualists, believe that suggestions or 
affirmations play an important role in one’s life. 

Positive thought 
can aid and stimulate the life forces and promote 
nutrition. Negative thoughts create disease and kill. 
Good living and wholesome thoughts increase the 
natural flow within our bodies and the poisonous 
bacteria are destroyed as soon as they enter the 
body. The opposite is also true, the feeling of fear 
lessens the vital action, obstructs the functions of 
all the glands, retards the secretion of the gastric 


juice, diminishes the vitality of the red and white 
corpuscles and then the bacteria enters, takes 
posession and can destroy life. 

Many times a physician will enter a hospital 
room and feel that a patient is confused, afraid, 
and blue, and thus will be unresponsive to any kind 
of treatment. The physician's helpful, hopeful 
outlook can turn back the tide of fate, changing 
the patient’s outlook to a more positive one. What 
does this? Suggestion. There is something in the 
practice of medicine beyond the mere prescribing 
of drugs. 

Recently, Dr. Dolores Krieger (a New York 
University professor with a doctorate in nursing) 
has founded an organization called The Nurse 
Healers-Professional Associates Cooperative. This 
organization is a group of several hundred nurses 
who are using therapeutic healing -- a modern 
version of laying-on of hands. 

Dr. Krieger defines therapeutic touch as a way 
of easing pain derived from the laying-on of hands 
technique. She says that the healthy person has an 
abundance of vitality and the ill person a deficit; 
and that if you have the desire to do so, you can 
try to transfer some of that healthy vigor. Dr. 
Krieger is partially right. As Spiritualists, we

You have desires--goals in a material direction. 
It is in direct relationship to how much effort that 
you put out as to how much you are compensated.

Energy

The energy crisis has everyone aware of energy 
and their sources of supply. 

However, few of us are aware of the energy (or 
Life Force) that exists within each and everyone. 
God has endowed each of us as energy plants. Most 
of us are aware of the energy produced in plants 
through photosynthesis, converting light energy 
into chemical energy, resulting in chlorophyll. 

Science recognizes that there is nothing in the 
entire universe except energy.

"But, you have many years of life on earth.

Instantly, we were on an island in the river.

We sat on a rustic bench in the magic grove, 
heard strains of celestial melody, and talked of 
those happy years when we were children together 
on the banks of the Cumberland -- there, spent 
many a day reading poetry and dreaming of great 
destinies.

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If . . Spiritualism and Science Were Partners

The two need to address a common ground! 
For the truth of one broadens the truth of the 
other. 

Psychology needs the knowledge which 
Spiritualism affords. Psychologists need to know 
that the intellect - ego and memory persists beyond 
the state of death. Knowledge of this simple fact 
steadies the ‘aged hand, stills the pounding heart 
and brightens fleeting years. 

Mankind has always found it difficult to accept 
being left behind as mere ashes. At one time or 
another we have all been struck by the desire to be 
greater than life, to continue somehow past this 
strictly limited period of time. Yes, this knowledge 
is soothing to the brain. It appeals to man’s most 
rabid desires for immortality! What more could a 
psychologist seek than to provide his patient's 
greatest desire, life everlasting. 

The brain decays, but the mind which has 
never been lashed to the human frame, survives. 
Until science approaches the subject with the 
degree of proficiency that the body demonstrates 
in its routine secretion of bile, or the lungs in their 
task of exchanging carbon dioxide for oxygen, or 
any of a dozen other bodily functions, thoughts 
will remain classed as intangibles, part of the 
unknown! 

Thoughts that impinge upon the skull and 
brain of another, though the transmitter be 
deceased in the common sense, surely, represents 
more than an if, more than an intangible! 

Science can now measure differences and 
chemical compositions in such minute quantities 
that the end value holds no practical use - save 
being a factor. But accept that thoughts can be 
generated from a mass of energy which once held 
life as a person - no! 

One day colleges will teach that if is a word 
which finds usage in grammer, not in life. Visible 
or invisible - to whom and to what. Open the binds 
of sight, the doors of hearing, and the channels of 
speech and who knows what man might glean from 
the world around him. 


A Body of Substance 


The spirit body is composed of energy particles 
however subtle in nature, Descriptions to date tend 
only to confuse the imagination, and imagination is 
all that mankind has. It has been weighed. 
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Attempts made to analyze it. It has been seen and 
felt. But how do you compare something which 
scientists have yet to identify - chemically, the 
material has no counter-part known. 

The problem is one of communication between 
groups. Scientists cannot learn from Spiritualists 
until each gives in just a little to the other. Each 
group is set, bright and mentally fast but at times 
stubborn and on occasion react to each other like 
sour grapes. 

To clearly show the weakness of the 
psychologist’s armor, let's define memory, but not 
by Webster's terms, just by those terms which 
relate to physical science. What is memory? 
Difficult to say the very least. It's easy enough to 
define a good memory as an ability, but to describe 
what it is in purely chemical or physical terms is 
not done! No living mortal knows! 

The truth is that man knows more about the 
oceans and outer space than about the human 
body. But less is known about the mind and man's 
ability to pass beyond the borders of the physical 
frame to perceive sights and sounds in distant lands 
without human presence there to observe. 

In truth, no psychologist knows what memory 
is. Suitable- speculation is often made about the 
mental functions which enable memory. The brain 
has yet to unlock its secrets. Above all else man is 
less concerned about the tangibles of life. He seeks, 
with the passage of age, to answer and fulfill his 
hopes and dreams by grasping the intangibles 
which stand in the distance. 

In one sense, the Spirit World is a dream come 
true. Yet, in another it is too good to believe. 
Society has etched one slogan after another in 


mankind’s life-style -- all running across similar 
ground -- payment has to be made sooner or later! 


You've heard them before -- nothing is really free! 
If you take just a minute you can think of dozens 
which say about the same. 

When the scientific community awakes into the 
reality that answers are as abundant as the 
questions through Spirit, the world will truly be on 
the road to achieving peace and prosperity for all. 
Harmony at last will be possible. It’s so hard, 
though, to take that which is free - don’t you 
agree? 

So it is too with biology! When biologists 
realize that each living organism has within it 4 
spirit body, the atoms of which permeate and 
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vitalize to keep alive the atoms of the physical Y 


body, that upon death withdraws and survives in å 


spirit world, the real answer to the riddle of life 
and the sustaining life force will be at hand. After 
all, what is it that produces life from a 
combination of atoms to result in a living, 
breathing creation which moves and has purpose? 


Be As A Child 


If only that telephone would ring? This 
comparison is perfectly in keeping with reality. 
Spirit abounds all around, but the lines are not 
open to communication. We, here are the lesser -- 
the inferior, if you will. We have eyes but cannot 
see past the horizon and ears which fail to catch 
the whispers spoken at our side. 

There’s beauty in knowing that life goes on. 
That the unborn live and have a full and active life. 
That, too is good. Does it not bring cheer to your 
cheeks and joy to your heart to think and 
remember a loved one who now goes forth free of 
pain and suffering? 

Children who pass away from this expression 
of life continue to grow up in the Spirit World. In 
time they take on the same characteristics life and 
maturity would have allowed them here. Those 
familiar shapes of the eyes, nose and chin - the 
brow, cheeks, the lips - all are defined until at last 
the family portraits which hang on the wall have 
similar counter parts among the living in the Spirit 
World. 


Spiritual Evolution 


This truth of spirit bodies may cast a flood of 
light on the origin of living organisms. What first 
appeared in far-off, time removed, Cambrian Seas, 
when living cells greeted the morning light, could 
be studied from a new, more complete angle. 
Evolution would be seen to be the evolution of 
spirit bodies. And what actually took place when 
these spirit bodies became evolved to a stage of 
stability, capable of surviving the shock of physical 
death, at least for a season, would throw new light 
of promise on the whole process of life, and 
evolution. 

Biologists need to learn of materialization. 
They need to know just what takes place when a 
form like that of Katie King’s materialized in Dr. 
(Sir) William Crooke’s parlor. A form which sang, 
spoke, was weighed, measured and photographed, 
then disappeared! These scientists need to study 
the phenomena which takes place at the moment 
of transfiguration and during ectoplasmic rods. A 
Study of ectoplasm may identify the hidden 
Qualities of protoplasm. And perhaps, just perhaps, 
Such a study may add to the knowledge connecting 
life and matter. 


Every human being journeys to the World of 
Spirit, there to survive, apparently, forever. Pets 
and many of the higher animals we take for 
granted here also continue life. In contrast, worms 
and reptiles fade into nothingness within minutes 
of death. Why? Science and Spiritualism should 
form a partnership to investigate and learn from 
each other. Since no text book has been prepared 
in simple terms which relate to our present 
physical sciences, it may well be that such a work 
is possible and practical. But without cooperation 
of minds capable of digesting both as one, not 
singularly as two separate realities, such knowledge 
and the expression which makes understanding 
simple, will never be. 


Help To Medicine 


Medicine needs to know the facts of the spirit 
body and that the spirit inhibits the physical 
structure during material life. Why? The answer is 
simple. When the physical body cannot be treated, 
the cure may rest with treatment of the spiritual 
body, which resides within and about. But first 
physicians must learn the connection between the 
two. 

They need to understand that the spirit body is 
the mediumistic body that receives impressions 
through waves generated in the ether. An open 
attitude here would broaden our concept of how 
pre-natal shocks can and often do affect the mind 
and disposition of unborn children. 

Clear directives must be voiced and accepted, 
whether as a written rule or as a general guide, 
concerning the phenomena of controls. The degree 
which spirits can influence and directly effect 
healing must be studied. Cooperation demands the 
most of both physicians and healers, if the patient 
truly comes first. 

In time, physicians will learn that the health of 
the physical is enhanced by an increase in the 
vibration of the spirit body. For the present, the 
two chart separate courses, seemingly unaware of 
the need to poll their resources for the betterment 
of mankind. 

Students of the new physics can affect changes 
in attitude to speed factual introduction of 
practical information about the spirit world. For 
the spirit world envelopes the earth, the nature of 
the world, and the nature of its successive zones. 
Although no two mediums will produce 
phenomena exactly alike, the laws under which 
this phenomena occurs remains identical. It is this 
which physicists must become familiar. And the 
best opportunity to discover it is in the seance 
room. 
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Spirit Lights 


If physicists were familiar with spirit lights and 
the laws governing their occurrence, such would 
provide new clues as to the very nature of light - 
what is it that makes it appear that along with its 
wave nature there seems to be something suggestive 
of corpuscular bullets, wich have tentatively been 
called protons. 

If they knew about levitation of human beings 
and its function, and the movement of ponderable 
bodies, it might suggest a good deal as to 
polarization of atoms in all solid matter. If they 
knew that a rose, wet with dew and without sign of 
fading, could be brought through a solid wall in the 
phenomena of apports - that ordinary matter could 
be de-materialized and re-materialized again - it 
might give them new thoughts as to the nature and 
functions of electrons and protons in the 
constitution of the atom, and as to how matter 
built up in the first place! 

If they knew that spirits could etherealize so as 
to be photographed, it might open up a whole new 
range of knowledge as to the finer vibrations in the 
universe, far beyond infra-red and ultra-violet 
ranges. 

If physicists knew that throats of spirit bodies 
could materialize, so as to speak in audible tones, 
and in natural voices not only to sitters, but to 
each other (spirits), they would grasp the idea how 
substance in one octave of being could mingle with 
substance of a lower or higher octave. The 
relationship between energy and matter would take 
a giant step, for an octave in motion is energy. 


If ministers opened their ears and minds in 
thoughtful meditation, what wonderous visions 
might beckon for their attention: that life in the 
Spirit World allows those of the dead to continue 
once earthly pursuits, live in houses, tend gardens 
and otherwise carry out normal life styles, 
Professions exist and continue. Schools and 
universities of higher learning abound. New truths 
are mastered every day by the deceased, who 
continue to strive for mankind in the living. But 
too few earthlings listen! 


Psychometry and Crime 


If criminologists tapped into the field of 
psychometry to the point where it was an 
established and well defined art, the need for law 
enforcement would drop and crime become an 
entry in history books. |f criminologists 
understood that every individual possesses an aura, 
unique to the point that it leaves its imprint on 
everything it touches - an imprint so positive that a 
gifted psychometrist can read the impressions 
remaining as you and | read the written word ina 
book - the profession would undergo a change and 
from these lessons would emerge 
psychometric-criminologists. 

The whole world needs to know the larger 
truths, which we as Spiritualists have been exposed 
to for years. 
could not be enhanced through the understanding 
Spiritualism affords. It comes to enrich mankind, 
not to confuse or challenge!

believe that any form of healing cannot be done 
without the aid of spirit doctors. 

Dr. Krieger’s association of nurses using 
therapeutic touch combines two different kinds of 
healing: 


|. Magnetic healing. Magnetic healing is the 
transference of energy from one individual to 
another for curative purposes. 

2. Suggestive healing. Suggestive healing is the 
use of the mental faculty being brought into 
play through positive thoughts. 


We know there is also a third way of healing: 

3. Spiritual healing. Spiritual healing is brought 
about by raising the vibration of the patient 
and lowering the vibration of the spirit until a 
harmonious attraction is accomplished between 
the physical and spiritual. This last type of 
healing is accomplished through a medium. The 
spiritual healing force brings the medium new 
powers and directs the strength while working 
on the patient. 


Spiritual healing can be effected in three 
different ways: 

Faith healing. Faith healing is a method of 
treating disease by prayer, combined with the 
positive thought forces concerning a person's 
condition and environment. 

Absent healing. Absent healing is a method of 
consciously thinking about the patient, 
mentally picturing the patient, trying to locate 
the problem (or previously being told the

problem) and concentrating that the patient is 
well and free from all disease. 

X-ray clairvoyance. X-ray clairvoyance is an 
ability, some mediums have, enabling the 
mediums to see physical objects, through the 
intervening physical matter. These mediums are 
able to perceive internal parts of the human 
body. Thus, they may be able to suggest ways 
to help the patient. (Mediums and healers 
cannot diagnose.) 


Spiritualism does not deny that physicians and 
surgeons are necessary. 

When working on an individual, the healer acts 
as an instrument and a transformer. Nearly all 
persons present may contribute something to its 
effectiveness. A few individuals, probably from 
their inherent design, seem neither to receive or 
give. Just as some people do not seem to respond 
to a doctor’s treatment. 

The healing force is like no other. It exists 
everywhere that there is life and cannot be 
overused or used destructively. It stops when the 
individual needs no more or when the instrument 
(through which the force comes) is depleted. 
Results from healing may be permanent, partial or 
temporary and will vary from day to day. The 
degree of individual cooperation affects the results.
